Due to shortage of clerical personnel for production of 
publications plus the additional quantity of necessary 
production involved in the incorporation of backlogs of 
former Special Doouments Section and German Military 
Documents Section production of information from 
captured German documents will be cut about 50%, 


CD Requirements 


It is understood that the Naval War College will have | 
continuing requirements on Foreign Documents Branch 

for translation of historical material relating to 
Japanese Navy Operations, This is diffioult to re= 
concile with strategic intelligence requiremehts, To 
date there have been twenty-five (25) documents, from 
which extract translations have been made for the NWCe 
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The most recent of these amounted to two hundred (200) 
manuscript pages of translation. Because of target 
dates assigned, this material has to be given an "A" 
priority in FDB. (See discussion of production problem 
paragraph (1) above) and list of projects in process, 
(Appendix I, attached). This material is not of 
intelligence value (witness evaluations by ORE) and its 
exploitation is not being done for one of the TAB 
agenoies, It ig not of interest to the IAB agencies, 
and is costing CIG thousands of dollars. Further, if 
this work is of high priority to the Navy, may it not 
be suggested that Japanese translators presently em- 
ployed in the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations 
be assigned to this work. Proper assignment of 
Japanese translators in the form of Naval Reserve 
Officers returning to ONI for two weeks active duty 
should also lead to further productivity. Accordingly 
it is recommended that if further work of this nature 
is to be accepted by CIG, an agreement be drawn up to 
the effect that the Navy assign two of its Japanese 
language officers on active duty to CIG.

(1) Personnel Situation 

The shortage of both linguist and clerical personnel remains 

a serious problem. Of the total personnel employed by the 

former Special Documents Section and German “ilitary Document 

Section, only 40% transferred to Foreign Documents Branche As 

the newly integrated War Department Sections become more pro= 

ductive, the problem of shortage of clerical personnel in the 

Editorial Section becomes more acute. Present strength of the 

branch is only 55% of ceilings
